This seems, on the face of it, equitable. 


Presumably no military contribution is ; 


levied on loans, consequently if a Colony 
decided to pay for-auch works out of 
borrowed money, it could, if it wished, 
very materially reduce the military con- 
tribution by foregoing the amount of its 


income which it had proposed to-devote , 
to these works.

The latest 
with regard to the Chekiang railway trouble 
is to tho offect that the Fokion shareholders 
hove refused to pay their calls and there is 
a prospect of the company hoivig dissolved. 
This is io more than we should have 
expected.

On the other hand there is at lost n sign 
that in Peking at any rate thero is 4 
glimmering of returning sanity. ig 


asserted that tho government does not [- 


intend to-attempt to cancel the provisiorial 
agveement for the Soochow-Hungchow-

the conventions made by Great Britain 
with Japan, Russia, and Franco utilised 
for the benefit of China.”

If China recognises this freely and frankly, 
all may yet, be woll with her. Sho will 
then act necordingly.
